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Tsongas campaign update

Beginning a series of articles 
following the presidential cam¬ 
paign of former University of 
Lowell Trustee Paul Tsongas. 
The author is a former editor of 
the Connector and is a volun¬ 
teer on the Tsongas campaign. 

Insiders see that Presidential 
candidate Paul Tsongas stands 
much to gain in funding and 
awareness with the entrance of 
others into the field, but 
observers are split on whether 
Tsongas can beat this new com¬ 
petition. 

Officials from the Tsongas 
campaign headquarters in 
Boston said on Tuesday that the 
admission of Senator Thomas 
Harkin (Iowa) and Governor L. 
Douglas Wilder (Virginia) 
would give all three candidates 
more public exposure leading to 
more campaign contributions 
and more volunteers. 

Peggy Connolly, a Tsongas 
press secretary, said that work¬ 
ers in the Tsongas camp were 
elated by the new challengers 
for the Democratic nomination. 
“It’s a great thing. Paul Tsongas 
needs competition for the media 
and the public to take measure 
of the man and his message. 

Wilder announced last Fri¬ 
day and Harkin made his inten¬ 
tions known on Sunday. 


Connolly said that Tsongas, 
who announced his political 
aspirations in March, took 
advantage of being the sole 
Democratic candidate in the 
first 90 days following his 
announcement. She said that 
during this period Tsongas 
“maximized his press time” 
gaining valuable public expo¬ 
sure. 

A recent C-Span poll 
showed that Tsongas’ name 
recognition across the country 
had leapt from less than one 
percent when he announced to 
forty percent last week. 

Connolly said that Tsongas 
had gained all he could from 
being the sole competitor long 
ago and now is looking forward 
to debating issues with Harkin, 
Wilder and any other candidate 
who may enter the race. 

She said that there has been 
speculation that Senator Robert 
Kerrey (Nebraska), Congress¬ 
man David McCurdy (Okla¬ 
homa), and Governor William 
Clinton (Arkansas) may join the 
race for the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation.

SGA holds first meeting of Fall semester 


UMass at where?

At the beginning of this 
month, ULowell officially 
became UMass Lowell. The 
big question is: what changes, if 
any, should the students expect 
to see over the next few years? 
The trustees from all five 
UMass campuses (Boston, 
Lowell, Dartmouth, Amherst 
and Worcester) have been meet¬ 
ing regularly to discuss this 
topic. 

The only changes we have 
seen so far are minor ones; the 
shuttle bus now has UMass 
Lowell on it, and you may run 
across some stationary with 
UMass Lowell printed hastily 
across the top. According to 
Dean King, other minor 
changes will occur when the 
funds are available. 

Major changes within the 
UMass system will occur over a 
longer period of time, and is 
also dependant upon the avail¬ 
ability of funds. What we may 
expect to see is a standardiza¬ 
tion of all UMass campuses. 
By standardizing the curriculum 
of UMass, students will have an 
easier time taking classes (or a 


whole semester) at other UMass 
campuses. 

The Trustees are reviewing 
the Student Conduct Codes 
from each campus, and will 
create a standard Code for the 
entire UMass system. 

Another topic for the 
trustees is relocating and con¬ 
densing disciplines to particular 
campuses. For example, 
Amherst may be the Liberal 
Arts campus, Lowell may be 
the Engineering and/or Music 
campus; yet this is not definite, 
and is still on the Trustees’ 
agenda. 

Because this change to 
UMass is still so recent, most of 
the changes are still in the dis¬ 
cussion phase. The next meet¬ 
ing of the UMass Trustees will 
be on October 2nd at the 
Worcester Medical School. 
These meetings are open to the 
public. The Trustees meet at 
5pm, but the committee meet¬ 
ings may be more informative. 
The Student Affairs Committee 
will meet from 11-2pm, and the 
Administration and Finance 
Committee will meet from 1- 
3pm.

Members of the Student 
Government Association met on 
Wednesday September 11th for 
the first meeting of the UMass 
Lowell Senate. Senate dis¬ 
cussed approval of SCERA and 
the Student Information Center 
Directors. 

Two members of SCERA, 
Mike Armini and Paul Geary 
presented the work they com¬ 
pleted after being hired by SGA 
over the summer. According to 
Armini the information booklet 
they passed out contains the 
information necessary to create 
“a student run lobbying associa¬ 
tion to get a bigger piece of the 
fiscal pie on Beacon Hill.” 
Geary admitted, “We became 
convinced over the summer that 
there was a need for this.” 

After their presentation Sen¬ 
ate asked Geary and Armini 
several questions to determine if 
they should continue to be hired 
to complete establishing this 
student lobbying group. 

Senator Dan Weygand ques¬ 
tioned, “How far have you gone 


in contacting other state 
schools?” Boston and Amherst 
have been contacted and negoti¬ 
ations are underway, Armini 
answered. 

Assistant Treasurer Scott 
Baetz asked the presenters to 
tell senate several important 
facts they found by working on 
this project. Geary commented 
about the rally held at the State 
House in 1989. “Although stu¬ 
dents felt good about it, it was 
really counter productive to our 
cause.” Geary also learned “We 
are bare boned and are hurting 
but Beacon Hill still thinks we 
are fat and not hurting.” He 
feels this group will make the 
State House more aware. 

Armeni said he learned 
“Beacon Hill is only half the 
battle. Lowell’s administration 
needs to be checked to make 
sure money is not being wast¬ 
ed. 

Senators Sue Sullivan and 
Dave Grinblatas questioned 
where the other three students 
were and why did they do sepa¬ 
rate work? The other three stu¬ 
dents hired to work on the 


SCERA project will present 
their material on Wednesday 
Sept. 18th. Student Trustee 
Tom Winston explained they 
split up because of “problems 
and mistakes made... In the 
beginning of the summer I 
opposed Mike and Paul... It 
turns out they were the pillars of 
this over the summer. I think 
they’ve done a great job in nine 
weeks.” 

After a half hour debate. 
Senate ended discussion about 
SCERA until they see a presen¬ 
tation from the other three stu¬ 
dents. 

The second major debate of 
Senate concerned the appoint¬ 
ments of the Student Informa¬ 
tion Center (SIC) 
director appointments made by 
SGA President Keith Neal. 
Neal appointed Rich Conley to 
the North SIC, Bill Lovely for 
the Fox SIC and Sue Sullivan 
for the South SIC. Several sen¬ 
ators questioned Neal’s appoint-

said on Tuesday that the 
entrance of Wilder, Harkin, and 
any other contenders is good 
news for the Democratic party, 
but not necessarily good news 
for Tsongas. 

“There will be some incredi¬ 
ble candidates running,” he said 
adding that the Democrats have 
to keep the focus of the cam¬ 
paign on economic and domes¬ 
tic issues steering clear of for¬ 
eign policy if they wish to 
unseat President George Bush. 

Sulzner said that Tsongas, 
who hasn’t held office in seven 
years, will not stand a chance 
against the rest of the field. 
“Paul’s going to go to the bot¬ 
tom of the list. I don’t think he 
has much support. We don’t 
need another Greek from Mas¬ 
sachusetts.” 

Connolly disagreed. 
‘‘They’re all on pretty equal 
standing. We believe that he 
will come out very strong 
against Harkin and Wilder and 


anyone else who gets in the 
race.” 

UMass at Lowell Political 
Science Associate Professor 
Joyce Denning said on Wednes¬ 
day that this competition will be 
a boon to Tsongas. 

“I don’t think it will harm 
him,” she said. “I think it will 
definitely draw some attention 
that there is something going 
on. He’s not going to be speak¬ 
ing in a vacuum.” 

The primary season begins 
on February 11 with the Iowa 
Caucus and continues with the 
New Hampshire Primary on 
February 18. 

Connolly said that Harkin 
will be tough to beat in his 
home state, but expects that 
Tsongas will do very well in 
New Hampshire through “grass 
roots” volunteer work. 

Denning said that with 
Harkin in the race it gives 
Tsongas the benefit of knowing 
that he won’t be able to win in 
Iowa and allow him to dedicate 
his efforts on New Hampshire. 
“He might as well concede 
Iowa to Harkin.” 


More uses for the Vax

An article in last week’s 
Connector showed how to log 
into the WOODS system on the 
Academic Computing Center’s 
computers. Once logged in 
there are many programs and 
commands to access. One of 
the most important commands 
to become familiar with is 
HELP. Typed at the prompt 
this command will give 
help on all the commands and 
programs available on 
WOODS. Look through the 
different menu screens that are 
presented to see some of the 
features that are listed within 
WOODS. Here are some fea¬ 
tures and programs that should 
be of interest and use. 

VTX : This program is the 
official computerized 

“announcement board” of activ¬ 
ities and changes that are on the 
WOODS cluster. Type VTX at 
the “$” prompt to run the pro¬ 
gram and you will see the main 
menu appear with approximate¬ 
ly 25 different selections. The 
first selection is “ 1. * Academic 
Computer Center Notes “. This

entry should be read on a week¬ 
ly basis to keep up to date on 
current changes on WOODS. 

NOTES : This is a student 
run, interactive “bulletin board” 
that you can read and write 
messages to in a general forum. 
To access notes, just type 
NOTES at the “$” prompt. 
There are several different areas 
to access, some of them are : 
HUMOR, ROLEFLAYING, 
WORLD POLITICS and SIMP¬ 
SONS. 

NEWS : This is a much 
larger version of NOTES, 
which runs world wide with 
over 900 areas. It is accessible 
by typing NEWS at the “$” 
prompt. 

EDT : This main editor is 
simple to use and has a friendly 
user interface. To call up this 
feature type “ED” followed by 
the file you wish to modify. To 
exit, the sequence CTRL-Z and 
then EXIT will place you back 
to the “$” prompt. 

As always, call up HELP to 
receive more detailed instruc¬ 
tions on using commands on the 
WOODS system.

ment of Sullivan since she had 
no previous SIC experience. 
Senator Brett Cashman asked if 
Neal thought Sullivan’s 
appointment was a conflict of 
interest since Neal knew Sulli¬ 
van from International Rela¬ 
tions Club involvement. “Defi¬ 
nitely not”, Neal replied “Her 
resume as compared to the oth¬ 
ers was better. Even though she 
had no SIC experience she did 
have the highest grade point 
average.” 

This led to further discus¬ 
sion on how everyone on Sen¬ 
ate should put aside their differ¬ 
ences and join as one. Senator 
Michelle Tellier stated “It’s 
always the Connector and the 
I.R. club. I am sick of it. It 
doesn’t matter.” Student 
Trustee, Winston also inputted 
his concerns by saying “There 
are so many people involved in 
SGA and in other clubs that 
overlapping is bound to occur.” 

SGA approved the appoint¬ 
ments of all three directors. It 
was decided to review the Con¬ 
stitution, since when it was 
written the SIC directors were 
volunteer. Now, since they are 
paid it may be better to have a 
committee appoint directors 
instead of the President alone. 

Debate continued, however, 
on a motion of whether to ask 
Sullivan to step down as sena¬ 
tor, in consideration of her SIC 
appointment. Last year’s South 
SIC director was asked to step 
down. The motion failed and 
the decision was left up to Sul¬ 
livan with the suggestion that 
she abstain from all votes rele¬ 
vant to the SIC’s. 

In the committee reports 
Senate discussed some upcom¬ 
ing plans for the 91-92 year. 
This included better neighbor¬ 
hood relations by SGA repre¬ 
sentatives attending Pawtuck- 
etville Council meeting. Also 
the Activities Commission is 
planning homecoming. Family 
Day and several concerts. 
Plans are being completed for 
SGA elections on October 2nd. 
SGA adjourned and plans to 
meet again on Wednesday 
October 18th.

Over the summer, three 
UMass Amherst students, Eric 
Nakajima, Edward Chambers, 
and Jennifer Wood, approached 
the UMass Lowell S.G.A, want¬ 
ing to develop a student group 
to help unify the five UMass 
campuses. The students had 
made the same request to the 
Amherst S.G.A., but could not 
get a funding commitment for 
the research that they were 
planning to do. The UMass 
Lowell S.G.A. allocated funds 
to pay the students for a presen¬ 
tation that would elaborate the 
idea further. 

Two ULowell alumni heard 
of the project, and approached 
the Lowell S.G.A. with a 
counter proposal. The proposal, 
presented by Paul Geary and 
Michael Armini, was based on 
the idea that money from Low¬ 
ell should have a Lowell focus. 

Geary and Armini viewed 
the proposal from Amherst as 
similar to other ineffective stu¬ 
dent groups. Serious debate 
ensued for hours, with S.G.A. 
trying to determine which pro¬ 
posal would best serve the inter¬ 
ests of UMass Lowell. In the 
end, both groups were hired by 
the S.G.A. to research data on 
the project for the summer. The 
group took on the name 
S.C.E.R.A, for Students/Citizen 
Education Research and Advo¬ 
cacy. 

The two groups met in the 
first week to try to determine 
the best method of development 
and the direction of the group 
for the summer. Conflicting 
viewpoints led to the separation 
of the two parties, with Armini 
and Geary heading to Beacon 
Hill. They began researching 


and profiling Massachusetts 
Senators, providing information 
on political allies and support¬ 
ers. 

Armini and Geary presented 
the S.G.A. with a completed 
version of research entitled 
“STUDENT LEADER: Politi¬ 
cal Research Guide.” The 
information in the guide pro¬ 
vides detailed suggestions for a 
successful lobbying effort. 
Also included is the annual 
appropriations for the UMass 
system, and a conclusions page 
to help gain respect and recog¬ 
nition for UMass Lowell. The 
evidence provided by Armini 
and Geary illustrates the inef¬ 
fective manner in which Lowell 
has tried to be heard in Boston. 
While the ULowell rally in 
October of 1989 was to an 
extent effective, state represen¬ 
tatives and Senators are haunted 
by protesters every day. Geary 
also spoke about Lucille Hicks 
of the Education Committee 
who pointed out that rallies can 
be counter-productive, and hurt 
the cause rather that help. 

One more effective way to 
earn the respect of the State 
government is for UMass Low¬ 
ell to send one or two articulate, 
rational students with concrete 
facts to demonstrate a need and 
prove why UMass deserves 
their vote. Two eloquent voices 
have a better chance of getting 
what we need than a thousand 
screaming ones. 

S.G.A. is currently awaiting 
the concluding presentation 
from Nakajima, Chambers, and 
Wood. The Student Government 
Association will then decide if 
UMass Lowell wants to re-hire 
Armini and Geary for further 
research.

Frederick Wiseman’s 1967 
documentary Titicut Follies , 
which highlights the horrible 
conditions of a Bridgewater 
mental institution for the crimi¬ 
nally insane, is now in rerelease 
after a twenty-four year ban. 
Has something happened in 
Bridgewater recently that 
helped get the ban lifted? Well, 
no, but however outdated the 
source material is, what the 
movie says about 
psychotics—and how we relate 
to them—is powerful enough to 
shoot across the twenty-four 
year gap and land right in our 
laps. After premiering in this 
year’s Boston Film Festival* 
(Wiseman made an appear¬ 
ance), Titicut Follies is now

Does the psychology club know 
this film exists? 

If you've absorbed the adver¬ 
tising and hype surrounding the 
picture (“Banned for 24 years in 
Boston!”...’’Shocking!”...’’Appa 
lling!”) you may have formed 
an idea of what you'll see—the 
most sadistic torture of a people 
this side of the Third Reich: 
dehumanization of residents, 
Himmler experiments on the 
terminally ill, a guard named 
Smiley raping doe-eyed mental 
patients and laughing all the 
harder as his victims panic and 
die, and so on. You might also 
expect it to be a leftist eulogy to 
the helpless “mad”—Wiseman 
on his soapbox pointing fingers 
at science, medicine, the insen¬ 
sitive and the impatient while 
canonizing the downtrodden, 
the misunderstood, and the 
have-nots. “Look at what is 
happening,” Wiseman would 
say before turning to us, “and 
it’s your fault'” And although 
the movie was made during the 
fiery late-sixties, today’s cynics 
speculate that Wiseman, this 
being his first film, thought 
exposing brutality in a revered 


institution would be a quick 
way to make a name for him¬ 
self. 

The reason that Titicut Follies 
avoids these easy pitfalls is that 
it doesn’t have a specific point 
of view. There are no attempts 
at objective analysis. There are 
no narrators, no superimposed 
names of people and places, no 
speeches to the camera. Wise¬ 
man never asks a question and 
is never seen. This is simply 
hours of raw footage shot by 
John Marshall and editted to 
Wiseman’s wishes. What we 
see explains itself. What goes 
on in Bridgewater would make 
any sort of commentary sound 
■glib. 

The movie isn’t meant to be 
an indictment of Bridgewater; 

the doctors 
and guards 
never do 
anything 
barbaric. 
We may 
hate the 
occasional 
offhand 
remark 
(“This is a 
good one,” 
a veteran 
guard tells a trainee before 
introducing a particularly odd 
patient) and the frequent teasing 
(a group of them amuses them¬ 
selves by watching an old man 
in a tub attempt to drink his 
own moldy, murky bathwater), 
but we can also see that this 
smart-alecky sort of detachment 
may be the only thing that 
keeps the guards sane. These 
institutions are filled with 
blank-faced madmen who are 
unable to communicate with or 
understand other humans. 
Doesn’t that make you want to 
work in one? We sympathize 
with the helpless patients who 
cannot do what’s expected of 
them, but we also sympathize 
with the helpless guards who 
have to clean up after the 
patient who defecated all over 
his cell floor. And the fact that 
these patients are criminals is 
never forgotten. The first one 
we see is being interviewed by 
a mealy-mouthed, eerily foreign 
psychologist who lists the 
man’s criminal record: arson, 
theft, rape (including the 
patient’s own underage daugh¬

Metal, minus the mediocrity

Because of the average 
American’s reluctance to accept 
heavy metal as a viable enter¬ 
tainment form, a genre of music 
which could be called “pop 
metal” has emerged en force 
over the last several years. 
Guided more by record compa¬ 
ny brass than by instinct and tal¬ 
ent, bands of this ilk are usually 
little more than predictable, and 
as such usually make for 
unprovocative live fare. How¬ 
ever, last Wednesday’s triple 
bill of BulletBoys, Blackeyed 
Susan and The Scream rose 
above the mediocrity of their 
reputations and pulled together 
a night worth remembering. 

The Scream started the 
evening as generic Los Ange¬ 
les-based unknowns, but their 
hunger and raw energy quickly 
convinced the several hundred 
attending headbangers that there 
was something to cheer for in 
these four longhairs. Their set 
slowed down only for “Man on 
the Moon,” a destined-for-Mtv 
ballad in the typical industry- 


standard formula. Barring that. 
The Scream were definitely the 
heaviest act of the night and 
should do well on the national 
circuit. 

Blackeyed Susan, in the 
“second most well-known” slot 
on the bill, doubled the audi¬ 
ence’s enthusiasm with an hour 
of thoroughly blues-influenced 
rock-n-roll taken mostly from 
their Polygram debut “Electric 
Rattlebone.” 

“Sympathy,” “None of it 
Matters,” and the lack of a bal¬ 
lad were all highlight of the set, 
and the cameraderie between 
vocalist “Dizzy” Dean David¬ 
son, his five bandmates and all 
of their new-found Boston 
friends created a relaxed, laid- 
back atmosphere. After his 
almost-instant success with 
Britny Fox (where are they 
now?), Davidson seems to have 
taken a more sincere route with 
Blackeyed Susan, losing his 
hairspray-and-makeup appeal in 
favor of quality music and 
down-to-earth style. It showed. 

At about midnight, Bullet- 
Boys finally appeared before 
the well-warmed crowd with 
“For the Love of Money” and 
spent the next hour churning 


forth a sultry, deep set of songs 
from their two Warner Brothers 
releases “BulletBoys” and 
“Freakshow.” The earlier mate¬ 
rial was noticeably more well- 
received than that of “Freak- 
show,” which has hardly made a 
ripple in the ocean of sales, but 
debut-album rockers “Hard as a 
Rock,” “Shoot the Preacher 
Down” and of course “Smooth 
Up In Ya” had most of the 
crowd singing along. Sweaty, 
bell-bottomed vocalist Marq 
Torien commanded the Axis 
stage as he led guitarist Mick 
Sweda, bassist Lonnie Vencent 
(who donned only UCLA Bru¬ 
ins underwear) and drummer 
Jimmy D’anda (who wore a kilt 
and nothing else) through 
“F#9,” “THC Groove,” and 
“220 Blues.” The only flaw in 
BulletBoys’ one-hour set was 
that they didn’t save “Smooth 
Up” for an encore. Instead, they 
closed the night with a forget¬ 
table tune that no one seemed to 
recognize. BulletBoys may 
have faltered this time around 
as far as album sales are con¬ 
cerned, but they haven’t lost 
their live flair.

aggravated assault, intolerance, 
sexual deviancy (masturbating 
openly), prison term after 
prison term. “And you think 
you are normal?” the psycholo¬ 
gist balks. This is an asylum, 
protecting us from them. 

Around the movie’s midpoint 
the psychologist is faced with a 
dilemma: a patient keen on 
starving himself hasn’t eaten in 
three days. Deciding to force- 
feed him, the doctor and four 
guards bind the naked, emaciat¬ 
ed patient to a table, and what 
looks like four feet’s worth of 
tubing is pushed into his right 
nostril and down his throat. The 
doctor, holding the outer end of 
the tube, proceeds to pour cup 
after cup of syrup and jelly 
down the tube into the patient’s 
stomach. This is the closest the 
movie comes to its hype, and 
it’s unforgettable. But just when 
you want to look away (which 
is almost immediately), Wise¬ 
man intercuts the scene with 
shots of what happened to the 
patient days later: he is a 
dressed corpse being loaded 
into an in-house crypt, cause of 
death presumably self-starva¬ 
tion. And the doctor and guards 
are vindicated—what else can 
you do with a man who wants 
to die? 

The filmmaking is incredibly 

r 


crude. It suggests a student film 
run amok: shots going in and 
out of focus, a sudden zoom 
into a person’s nose or chin (for 
no apparent reason), and ear- 
splitting acoustics—a grunt 
heard down the hall is ampli¬ 
fied to a scream on the sound¬ 
track (it’s not Marshall’s fault, 
though; it’s the building’s, with 
its bare floors and concrete 
walls). And while Wiseman 
brings off great effects with his 
editor’s razor (the force-feed- 
ing/funeral crosscuts are one), 
he lets Marshall hold for what 
feels like an eternity on a 
naked, elderly patient named 
Jim as he stamps around his 
cell; the camera gapes at the 
man’s rotund belly, awkward 
gait, and flaccid genitals—the 
shot borders on the pornograph¬ 
ic. 

Titicut Follies isn’t all grim 
going. One of its greatest 
scenes is its lightest: outside the 
building a paranoid 
schizophrenic rants in front of 
the psychologist, who is slowly 
but surely attempting to leave 
the grounds. The paranoid 
patient questions the doctor’s 
test results, lashes with sarcasm 
at the institution’s purpose and 
methods, and wheedles in a 
pitch for his sanity. 

SCHIZOID: Why do you call 
me schizophrenic, because 
I talk well? Look, I clean

myself and dress well...How 
can you say I’m not well when 
you ask me questions like How 
often do I go to the toilet, and 
Do I believe in God?...You 
make your opinion based on a 
test they gave me when I came 
in, asking me how many times I 
go to the toilet and if I believe 
in God. That’s none of your 
business...This place is doing 
me harm...I want to go back to 
prison. 

DOCTOR: You want to go 
back to the toilet. 

This is unscripted, pure docu¬ 
mentation, but the schizoid’s 
desperation and the doctor’s 
quickness send the footage off 
to another plane. Wiseman’s 
humor breaks through; the 
scene feels like a reprieve. (Just 
a thought: if the credits had 
read “Director/Producer David 
Lynch,” this would be one of 
the funniest movies ever made.) 
Why is it that I feel I got more 
out of a seventy-five minute 
Fred Wiseman documentary 
than out of the hundred some- 
odd hours of Mahoney Hall lec¬ 
tures I spent picking at my pen- 
caps? Maybe it’s the moment 
when, during a lazy pan over 
disturbed, displaced figures, a 
face would suddenly turn 
towards the camera and stare 
for a few seconds, acknowledg¬ 
ing the camera’s presence. 
Comprehending or not, the 
stare cuts deeper than any theo¬ 
ry or survey. Suddenly, he’s 
watching us watch him.

Stress is nothing to 
sneeze about 


(CPS)-The results of a recent 
Carnegie Mellon University 
study came as no surprise to 
most medical experts—high 
stress levels can almost double 
a person’s chances of getting a 
cold. 

That finding is nothing 
to sneeze at if you're a college 
student. Health experts 
estimate that the common cold 
accounts for about one-third of 
the illnesses for which students 
seek treatment. 

“There’s no question 
that a link exists” between 
stress and its suppression of the 
body’s immune system, says 
Barbara Driscoll, health center 
director at Clark University in 
Worcester, Mass.

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Sexually Transmitted Diseases 


Sexually transmitted 
diseases (STDs) are spreading 
at an epidemic rate, over 10 
million cases per year. There 
have been over 25 different 
STDs identified in spite of 
increased efforts at prevention 
and treatment. Some of the 
common STDs are syphilis 
(syph, lues), gonorrhea (clap), 
chlamydia, AIDS, herpes 
simplex II (genital herpes), 
trichomoniasis (trich), venereal 
warts, scabies, and pediculosis 
pubis (crab lice). 

Chlamydia has 
become the most widely spread 
STD in the U.S. today and is 
reaching epidemic proportions 
(>3,000,000 new cases/year; 
more cases than all other STDs 
combined). Venereal warts 
(>1,000,000 cases/year) and 
:crabs: are a particular problem 
among the college population. 

Some of the reasons 
for this dramatic increase in 
STDs, which has occurred since 
the 1960’s are: 

- earlier age of sexual activity 


- increased number of sexual 
partners per individual 

- change from barrier methods 
of birth control to birth control 
pills and IUDs. 

The high incidence of 
STDs can also be attributed to 
lack of knowledge or to 
irresponsibility, and often the 
irresponsibility is because of a 
lack of knowledge. So the best 
prevention is education 
regarding STDs. Some of the 
factors that are responsible for 
maintaining the increased 
incidence are: 

Failure to recognize 
symptoms in self or partner. 

- Anxiety, guilt, fear, or 
embarrassment regarding 
sexual activity. 

- Avoiding treatment rather than 
facing social and/or parental 
disapproval. 

- Erroneous fear that parents 
will be informed. 

- Failure to inform and refer 
sexual partners for treatment. 

- Failure to abstain from sex 
when partner or self has 


symptoms. 

- Continuing sexual activity 
with an untreated partner. 

- Sexual activity with multiple 
partners. 

- Belief that once you have an 
STD you can never have it 
again. 

The college population 
is in a high risk category for 
acquiring an STD. In spite of 
this being an educated group 
there are many misconceptions 
regarding STDs. 

Myths 

1. STDs are minor diseases. 

2. If symptoms go away on 
their own, you're cured. 

3. STDs can be self-treated. 

4. You can get STDs from toilet 
seats, door knobs, or hot tubs. 

5. You can get AIDS by 
donating blood. 

6. You always know when you 
have an STD. 

7. Once you have an STD you 
can never get it again. 


Facts 

1. Untreated STDs can be 
major health problems causing 
sterility, damage to unborn 
children, and even death. 

2. Symptoms may come and go 
but the disease will persist 
unless treated and may cause 
greater damage. 

3. Home remedies won’t work 
and can be dangerous. 

4. STDs are almost always 
spread sexually through direct 
contact with mucous 
membrane. 

5. Blood banks use a new 
sterile, disposable needle for 
each person. 

6. Sometimes there are no 
symptoms until complications 
have developed. This is 
especially true for women. 

7. You can become continually 
reinfected with the same 
disease or even have several 
different STDs at the same 
time. 

Of course the only 
way to guarantee you will never 


be exposed to an STD is to be 
abstinent from any sexual 
activity, or to be in a long-term 
monogamous relationship. But 
if you are sexually active with 
more than one partner or your 
partner has had more than one 
partner then you need to be 
informed. The four keys to 
controlling STDs are: 

1. Learn about STDs. Be 
informed regarding the 
symptoms of various STDs. 
Know the different incubation 
times, so you can know when to 
look for symptoms. 

2. Recognize symptoms. But 
be aware sometimes STDs are 
symptomless. So if you are 
sexually active you should have 
regular medical check-ups. 

3. Get early treatment. If 
treated early most STDs can be 
cured or controlled, and early 
treatment reduces chances of 
complications. It's very

Parking lot "security" 

In the last thirteen days, (since September 
6th) ten cars have been stolen from UMass Low¬ 
ell parking lots.

Broken were: ten ignitions, nine door 
locks and eight windows. 

Eight of these cars were recovered, but not 
because of any great detective work of our cam¬ 
pus police, but because UMass Lowell car thieves 
tend to abandon their booty.

Now, I know that the campus police haven't 
been helped out at all by our budget problems — 
especially as far as manpower goes; perhaps they 
shouldn't be blamed for the problem.

Bookstore should stay 


This letter is in support of 
retaining the University of 
Lowell Bookstore Associates as 
the primary supplier of books 
for the University Community. 
The present situation has been 
very good for the University 
student; as whatever profits are 
made are directed to student 
service groups. [Editor’s note: 
the BA gave hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars to the Nesmith 
House restoration project. 
Nesmith house is an off-campus 
mansion where ‘visiting schol¬ 
ars’ can stay.] The one example 
that we are familiar with is the 
Emergency Medical Technician 
Society. As the advisor and 
president for this group of stu¬ 
dents, we can say that we would 
not be able to provide the ser¬ 
vices to the University faculty, 
staff and students that we do 
without the monetary support 
that we have received over the. 


past four years. The Bookstore 
has provided us with close to 
$20,000 worth of materials that 
have been necessary for us to 
provide 24-hour-a-day emer¬ 
gency medical care that is nec¬ 
essary for a community of this 
size. Communications equip¬ 
ment, training manikins, clearly 
recognized wearing apparel, a 
semiautomatic defibrillator and 
expendable supplies are but a 
few of the items that have been 
made available by the Book¬ 
store Associates.

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Freshman Orientation: It's not what it used to be 


(CPS) - Say goodbye to boring 
campus tours - freshman orien¬ 
tation is becoming a downright 
adventure. From milking cows 
to whitewater rafting trips, col¬ 
leges are coming up with cre¬ 
ative new ways to ease the 
freshman willies. 

Faced with crowded 
campuses, students from 
diverse cultural backgrounds, 
and social issues such as date 
rape, AIDS and alcohol abuse, 
many colleges and universities 
are focusing on strong orienta¬ 
tion programs to bring unity 
and inspiration to incoming 
freshmen. 

While outdoor adven¬ 
tures for new students are gain¬ 
ing popularity on some cam¬ 
puses, other schools find one- 
to-one bonding among advisers 
and students equally effective. 
Some schools include parents 


in the orientation process, while 
others encourage freshmen to 
involve themselves in volunteer 
projects. 

“Orientation is also a 
time for parents to think of sep¬ 
aration in a way that’s positive, 
not in a way that promotes 
fears,” says Kate Greenfield, 
dean of academic programs at 
Albright College. 

At Sterling College in 
Craftsbury Common, Vt., offi¬ 
cials believe that challenging 
outdoor activities help academ¬ 
ic study. First-year students, 
known as “grassrooters,” get 
acquainted through morning 
orientation activities during the 
first week of classes. They 
arise each day after dawn and 
break into groups for outdoor 
tasks. 

Challenges include 
morning farm chores such as 


milking cows, woodlot jobs, 
roping and hauling logs and 
building cross country ski 
bridges. The week is closed 
with a night hike over the near¬ 
by Lowell Mountains. 

“Seeing the dawn is a 
new experience for most of 
them,” said Sarabelle Hitchner, 
director of admissions. 

Another school, Kala¬ 
mazoo College in Kalamazoo, 
Mich., boasts an orientation 
program called Land/Sea that is 
modeled after Outward Bound. 
Students experience the joys 
and frustrations of three weeks 
of group living in the wilder¬ 
ness as they engage in a vigor¬ 
ous round of hiking, canoeing, 
climbing and rappeling. 

One week is spent 
learning how to sail a 60-foot 
brigantine around the Great 
Lakes, while the other two ar 


spent in the woods and bluffs of 
a nearby Canadian park. Offi¬ 
cials say a bond is formed that 
lasts long after students return 
to campus for classes. 

For the 14th straight 
year, the Outing Club of Whit¬ 
man College in Walla Walla, 
Wash., will offer “Whitman 
Scrambles” which consist of 
nine one-week trips scheduled 
for the last week of August and 
led by teams of upperclassmen. 
Only six to 10 freshman go on 
each trip that may include 
whitewater rafting, backpack¬ 
ing, camping or biking. The 
trips are sponsored by the Out¬ 
ing Club and run about $150 
per trip. 

At St. Lawrence Uni¬ 
versity in Canton, N.Y., orienta¬ 
tion is preceded by optional 
“pre-trips” which consist of 
three-day, limited enrollment

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outdoor adventures in August 
that may include short hikes for 
beginners, a challenging trek 
across Mount Marshall for 
skilled outdoorsmen and a hik¬ 
ing and camping trip to Arm¬ 
strong Mountain. 

Some orientation pro¬ 
grams are tailor-made for 
individual students. For exam¬ 
ple, Carthage College in 
Kenosha, Wis., matches incom¬ 
ing students with a freshman 
adviser who knows the stu¬ 
dent’s history, educational 
background and interests. 
Unlike most colleges that pro¬ 
vide part-time advisers, 
Carthage freshman advisers are 
full-time employees. 

Another college, Bald¬ 
win Wallace College in Berea, 
Ohio, offers an innovative 
course to all incoming fresh¬ 
men. It’s a full-semester orien¬ 
tation course worth three credit 
hours and is taken by more than 
75 percent of the freshmen. 

Entitled “College 
101,” the course is taught to 
small classes by 20 trained fac¬ 
ulty members who design their 
own curriculums. The popular 
course relies on research con¬ 
cerning student retention and 
hones students’ study skills. 
There are lively discussions on 
topics like date rape, alcohol 
abuse and getting along with 
one’s roommate. 

The “Albright Unity” 
program at Albright College in 
Reading, Pa., brings students 
from diverse backgrounds 
together. As part of the pro¬ 
gram, which begins during ori¬ 
entation, freshmen from farm 
communities, foreign countries 
and urban environments are 
brought together with Albright 
student leaders. Students are 
encouraged to discuss and com¬ 
pare their diverse backgrounds. 

Two weeks after class¬ 
es begin, the students go on a 
retreat to discuss their impres¬ 
sions of student life. Other 
mixers are scheduled during the 
school year such as an interna¬ 
tional dinner sponsored by the 
foreign students. 

Student mentors at 
DePauw University in Green- 
castle, Ind., are trained the pre¬ 
vious year on how to offer sup¬ 
port to incoming freshmen. All 
mentors, usually juniors or 
seniors, are carefully screened 
and are selected to represent all 
areas of campus life. 

Loyola University at 
Chicago has gone as far as pub¬ 
lishing a book for incoming 
freshmen. Entitled “How to 
Survive Freshman Year,” the 
guide is based on interviews 
with upperclassmen who tell 
what they wish they had known 
when they started college. The 
book includes practical advice 
like “bring plenty of hangers” 
and “over-the-door shoe hang¬ 
ers save precious closet floor 
space.” 

Students entering 
Wichita State University in 
Kansas receive a 50-page book 
that includes a list of 13 things 
to never say to your professor.

and “if you would have read 
my paper like 1 meant it, you 
would understand.” 

While some schools 
may be holding “getting-along- 
with-your-roommate” seminars. 
North Georgia College in 
Dahlonega, Ga., begins the year 
with a military boot camp. 
“Frog Week” consists of 18- 
hour days in which 200 men 
and women learn to handle 
rifles and throw grenades. 
They dress in fatigues. Men 
lose their hair in a 30-second 
buzz cut. 

“Cadet officers are on 
their cases and in their faces,” 
said Marc Cutright, director of 
media services at the college. 

Xavier University, a 
Jesuit-run school in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, named its orientation 
program “Manresa” after a 
Spanish town. It’s the spot 
where the founder of the Jesuit 
order made a decision to 
commit his life to human 
service. The program, which 
stresses volunteerism, 
encourages students to choose 
projects to work on throughout 
their first year. 

Students work at local 
soup kitchens, lend a hand at 
Cincinnati self-help centers and 
volunteer to work at centers for 
the elderly. School officials 
there say that in addition to 
getting to know one another, 
the program is designed to 
allow freshmen to understand 
the university and its values 
better. 


Outspoken discussions 
and formal orientations, though 
a trend in many schools, are not 
always the preferred methods to 
ease transition to campus life. 
Ohio Northern University, in 
Ada Ohio, for example, doesn’t 
conduct an intensive orientation 
for parents, though it does hold 
briefings that parents may 
choose to attend. 

“It’s often hard enough 
for parents to leave their son or 
daughter at school without 
being weighed down with 
heavy discussions,” says 
Howard Ward, vice president of 
student affairs.

During the first 
week of the season, the Chiefs 
faced division one Holy Cross 
and took part in a strong Uni¬ 
versity of New Haven Invita¬ 
tional Tournament. 

The Chiefs won the first 
two games at Holy Cross, Sept. 
11th, a 15-9 and 15-13, and 
appeared to be on their way to 
an easy victory. But the lost a 
close third game, 15-17, and 
dropped the fourth game, 11-15, 
requiring a fifth and deciding 
game.

The UMass-Lowell Chiefs 
met the expectations of their 
fans this week as they shut out 
the Bears of Bridgewater, 22-0. 
This re-match of the 1989 
championship game was hosted 
by the Bears last Saturday after¬ 
noon at Swenson Field in 
Bridgewater. 

The Chiefs had it together 
both offensively and defensive¬ 
ly, forcing Bridgewater to punt 
13 times and holding them to a 
total of 55 net offensive yards. 
The Chiefs scored at 9:33 in the 
first quarter as QB Billy Rizos 
tossed an 83 yard TD pass to 
juniof Tom Bradley for a quick 
six- Senior Dennis Anselmo 
kicked the extra point to put the 
Chiefs up 7-0. 

Bridgewater’s QB Casey 
Lindner was intercepted in the 
second quarter by Lowell’s A1 
Troisi who took the ball back 
for a 21 yard TD run.

Rizos was sacked twice, 
and forced into five incomplete 
pass situations. His best pass of 
the drive was fumbled and 
recovered by BSC at midfield. 
Lowell’s defense forced the 
punt four plays later and Rizos 
wasted no time. His first pass 
was to target Tim Bradley who 
took the 48 yard pass in for the 
score. Fleming’s rush for the 
two points after just missed, and 
the quarter ended 19-0. 

Lowell’s Dennis Anselmo 
kicked a 27-yard field goal in 
the fourth to finish up Lowell’s 
scoring for the day. 


Captain Tom Lafferty com¬ 
mented on the “unbelievable” 
defense, who held 
Bridgewater’s average field 
position back to their own 26 
yard line, and held the Bear’s 
quarterbacks to an incredible 2 
completed passes out of 23 
attempts. Lafferty punted eight 
times for 241 yards Saturday 
and said that he’d be “sticking 
around” in that position, switch¬ 
ing with Jr Dan Ford (1 punt 
Saturday, 39 yards). Lafferty 
was hailed the “unsung hero” of 
the game by teammate Brian 
Fleming who also had praise for 
the Chiefs Offensive line. 
“They did a great job picking up

Fleming said. The Chiefs offen¬ 
sive line gained a net 90 yards 
rushing, compared to 27 by the 
Bears, and averaged 4.75 yards 
per carry on the day.
